$25,000,  the  bank  issued  $1,  $2,  $3,  and  $5  bills.  It  was  liquidated 
in  1862  and  80£  on  the  dollar  was  paid .

PAST  N.O.W.  SECRETARY  SEEK  TOKEN  INFORMATION 


Gerald  E.  Johnson,  veteran  Wisconsin 
numismatist  and  vecturist,  is  currently 
canvassing  Midwest  collectors  in  an 
effort  to  locate  and  list  tokens  used  in 
the  early  1900 's  by  the  horse  drawn  (and 
later  motorized)  hack  & transfer  lines. 

The  "Buss"  lines,  as  they  were  often 
called,  were  horse  drawn  coaches  that 
operated  between  the  hotels  and  depots. 

In  some  cases  the  hotels  themselves  ran 
the  lines  but  more  often  an  enterprising 
livery  stable  operator  ran  this  lucrative 
sideline . 

Fares  generally  were  15#  one  way  or  the 
round  trip  for  25$.  The  tokens  were 
used  as  a business  stimulator  and  assured 
the  salesman  of  a return  trip  to  the 
depot  with  his  heavy  sample  cases  at  a 
reduced  rate. 

These  interesting  tokens  are  a product 
of  the  Midwesterners  ingenuity  and  have 
been  used  no  further  west  than  Stockton, 
Kansas,  and  no  further  east  than  Logan, 
Ohio . 

Persons  having  "hotel  to  depot"  tokens 
in  their  coin  collections  are  asked  to 
send  a pencil  rubbing  to  Mr.  Johnson  at 
1921  Chase  Street,  Wisconsin  Rapids, 
Wisconsin. 
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PRE-CIVIL  WAR  CURRENCY  EXHIBIT  WINS 
BEST  IN  SHOW  AT  MILWAUKEE 


An  exhibit  of  pre-Civil  War  curren  c y 
earned  this  best  in  show  trophy  for  Ron 
Calkins,  Mazomanie,  at  the  recent  Mil- 
waukee coin  show.  Ron  collects  coins, 
currency,  and  banknotes.  His  hobby 
started  when  he  was  a newspaperboy  and 
searched  through  the  coins  on  collection 
days . 

The  collection  of  uncut  sheets  of  bank 
notes  come  from  the  era  of  wildcat  bank- 
ing before  1863  when  almost  anyone  could 
open  a bank  and  issue  banknotes.  Norm- 
ally the  banknotes  were  backed  by  a 
pledge  of  stocks  or  securities  and  could 
be  redeemed  in  gold  or  silver . 

Some  banks,  however,  continued  to  issue 
notes  after  suspension  of  specie  pay- 
ments and  some  of  the  notes  really  were 
not  worth  the  paper  they  were  printed  on. 
Often  the  redemption  centers  were  locat- 
ed in  out-of-the-way  places. 

This  was  the  shyster  era  of  Wisconsin 
banking  and  ended  in  1863  when  the  fed- 
eral government  enacted  the  national 
bank  act  and  later  put  a 10$  tax  on  all 
state  and  private  banknotes.  This  act 
and  the  civil  war  closed  or  "broke"  most 
of  the  state  banks  resulting  in  the 
"broken"  banknotes  in  Ron's  collection.

We  see  that  Gale  was  also  awarded  a sil  - 
ver  medal  for  his  25  years  as  a member 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association.

In  the  Katanga  area  of  the  Congo,  native 
money  is  likely  to  be  Baluba  crosses. 
They  are  simply  copper  Xs,  cast  in  monds 
thumbed  into  sand.  In  1961,  when  Katanga 
produced  coins  of  its  own,  they  carrie  d 
a Baluba  cross  design. 

In  primitive  areas  of  the  world,  teeth, 
tusks  and  shells  have  served  as  money 
for  years.  They  are  available,  ornamen- 
tal, durable  — and  teeth  and  shells  can 
be  carried  easily.  Some  of  the  items 
are  acquired  from  other  collectors,  some 
at  estate  auctions,  some  from  mission- 
aries who  are  willing  to  give  up  souven- 
irs to  help  finance  their  work. 

The  collector  of  the  odd  and  curious 
cares  little  for  standard  coins;  he's 
more  interested  in  uniqueness  and  per- 
fection of  items.  If  he  finds  a pair  of 
matched  walrus  tusks  in  perfect  condition 
for  example,  he  may  part  with  the  mort- 
gage money  to  get  them. 


But  it's  as  a collector  of  Odd  & Curious 
where  Gale  really  shines.  The  Society 
of  Odd  & Curious  Media,  now  four  years 
old,  is  composed  of  numismatists  who  are 
intrigued  by  things  used  as  money  — the 
odder,  the  better. 


Though  its  50  members  stretch  from  the 
Orient  to  Europe,  three  of  them  live  in 
the  Milwaukee  area.  Mr.  Highsmith,  2825 
S.  Burrell  Street,  Milwaukee,  is  presi- 
dent of  this  far-flung  group.  He  is  a 
machine  designer,  computer  programmer  & 
former  president  of  the  Numismatic 
Society.  His  two  collector  -colleagues 
are  Charles  F.  Heller,  U556  N.  23rd  St., 
a tool  and  die  machinist  and  president 
of  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society,  and 
Charles  J.  Opitz  of  3623  N.  62nd  St.,  a 
city  tax  accountant.  These  gentlemen 
show  collections  of  money  ranging  from 
rhinocerous  homes  to  fine  jade  carvings 
from  spearheads  to  bullets.  Gale  is 
said  to  have  one  of  the  largest  wampum 
collections  in  the  U.S.  He  also  has  a 
rare  bird  of  paradise,  still  a medium  of 
exchange  in  remote  areas  of  New  Guinea.
